and stunning him, so that he was unable 
to swim, or whether he tripped over the 
halliards and was hurled Into the sea, 
can not be explained by Judge' Tappau, 
whose nerves are overwrought by a 
sleepless night and constant watching for 
his friend's body. 


TAP'PAN GRIEF-STRICKEN. 


Sobbing with uncontrolled grief, Judge 


Tappan tried to account for the accident 
today. "I had Just taken the tiller from 
"Billy" when I heard a cry and saw 
him in the, water. 
He was swimming 


and- called, out to -let the tender loose. 
I quickly cut the rope arid tried 'to bring 
the sloop about, but the wind was stiff 
and blew the boat away from him. I 
was handicapped. 
Simpson wtcnt down 


before my eyes. 
I was alone on the 
boat." 


Almost helpless, owing to the loss of 


his left arm,. Judge Tappan got into 
the small skiff in which Simpson had 
hoped to save his life, and rowed to the 
High street bridge, where he telephoned 
tho news of the drowning to A. P. Smi- 
ley, 
a close friend of Simpson's. Para- 


lyzed with grief, it was some minutes 
before Smiley could realize the .tragic 
ending of -Kie pleasure cruise. A launch 
was chartered at 3:30 o'clock by Tap- 
pan and Smiley, who went 'In it to the 
scene of the accident In search of the 
body. 


WAS GOOD SWIMMER., 


Simpson was an athlete and a strong 


swimmer, ap.' on several occasions swam 
from the Yacht club to .Bay Farm-Island. 
That he would have been able to keep 
afloat and save, his life yesterday, ;If 


• he had not been partially -«rtunned, is the 
belief of Judge Tappan and hla othor 
friends. 
"The whole accident happened 


in four .minutes," said Judge Tappan to- 
day. 
"When I turned arqund to go after 


him, I could not believe-that he had gone 
down for the last time."

Simpson" was born, in California and 


was 38 years of age.

and two years later filled out Senator 
Joseph R. Knowland's term In the sen- 
ate. 
Ha was then elected city attor- 


ney of Alameda, which position he has 
held continuously for. five years. .Mayor 
,W. H.>Noy, who. appointed Simpson, is 
grief-stricken over the accident.

The people are assumed to be merely 
instruments for the accomplishment of 
the ends of the political boss and will 
truculently obey his mandate. 


Boss MiKe Kelly is the Treasurer of 


Alameda County. 
He has utilised 


the office to build up a powerful 
political machine, with himself as the 
"governor," to regulate its movements, 
for the purpose of controlling the pub- 
lic patronage for his own benefit. That 
was what Reuf did and accomplished 
in San Francisco, and finally brought 
about his own undoing. vBoss Kelly is 
operating on the same lines as those 
followed by Ruef. Ruef reached a point 
where he had just as little considera- 
tion for the public interests as Commo- 
dore VanderMlt had when he uttered 
the historic phrase, "The public be 
damned!" 


When Ruef attained the position of 


San Francisco's political boss, he had 
no respect for pledges or principles. 
Boss MiKe Kelly has reached the same 
stage in his career. The people of OaK- 
land-before the annexation election 
pledged themselves through the ad- 


ministration and representative mem- 
bers of representative civic and com- 
mercial organizations that in the event 
annexation was accomplished,; a new 


• charter should be irsMed'-and adopted

They proved 
their good faith by their worKs, voting 
in favor of annexations and the meas- 
ure carried. 


The annexed district has fulfilled 


its .part of the political compact. It is 
now squarely up to the people: of OaK- 
land as it existed before annexation to 
Keep faith and fulfill their part of the 
obligation. The annexed district has 
united on a candidate for a commis- 
sionership in the new 'government in 
the person, of .P. C. Frederic'kson. He 
was one of the" delegation which exact- 
ed the pledge from the administration

In return, the annexed district has 


unanimously recognized FredericKson 
as the one man that is entitled and 
qualified to represent it in the govern- 
ment created by the new charter. He 
is the only candidate the annexed dis- 
trict has in the field to represent it. 
And in FredericKson's candidacy the 
annexed district calls on OaKland, as 
it existed before the annexation elec- 
tion, to Keep the pledge it made to in- 
fluence annexation.

Improvement of fhe Rivers. 


The improvement of the streams draining the great central 


basin of the State, to benefit navigation and prevent, at the same, 
time, the overflow of the low valley lands in flood season, is.now in 
a fair way to -be carried out. The first thing to be done is the cor- 
rection of the natural defects in the river beds which now arrest.the 
flow of the flood waters, causing them to back up and menace,..the 
cultivated area on the banks of the streams and the flooding of the 
rich and highly productive delta islands at the confluence of the 
main water courses. The city of Sacramento vote'd $75,000 bonds 
for the purchase of .land on Sherman island necessary to straighten 
and \viden the stream to facilitate the discharge of the flood waters 
into Suisun bay. The owners of the strip of land on the island 
needed for the purpose have agreed to the capital city's terms and 
the closure of the deal will enable the United States army engineers 
to proceed without delay to take out the dangerous kink in the 
river. In the meantime Governor -Johnson -has approved the bill 
passed at the last session of the Legislature, appropriating $15,000 
for the purchase of lands required by the Federal engineers' tojcor- 
rect the defects in the outflow of the San Joaquin river. So far as 
the communities most directly interested in these river improve- 
ments are concerned, they have complied with-the requirements of 
the arm}' engineers and the actual work, of river correction now 
rests with the latter. 


Colonel John A. Biddle.. the United States army engineer in 


charge, has promptly taken up the consideration of these improve- 
ments and to carry out not only the plan of correcting the natural 
defects in the course of the river beds, .but .also the deepening of 
their channels to improve their navigability for light-draft vessels. 
Congress appropriated at the'last regular session-' a. sufficient sum to 
make a survey of the San 'Joaquin river from' Stockton to Herndon 
—a distance of 250 miles—to determine its present and prospective 
importance as a commercial, waterway. 
Previous Congressional 


provision had .been made for the dredging of a channel nine fpet 
deep and 200 feet wide from Stockton to the mouth of the river. 
The lower reaches of the San Joaquin are, therefore, not included 
in the new survey. As a preliminary step to carrying out the lat- 
ter, Colonel Biddle has "addressed a letter to all-commercial organ- 
izations interested in the-proposed river "improvement suggesting ;a 
public hearing on the-subject at which a free: discussion can be had. 
The same friendly disposition, is thus being shown by him toward 
the river communities as'he showed toward Oakland when he in- 
vited the views of the municipal administration and the local com- 
mercial organizations regarding the'proposed correction of the west- 
ern water front. In this .city's case the conference resulted m friend- 
ly and intelligent co-operation and :the granting by the War Depart- 
ment of every .concession applied for. by the city. The San Joaqttin 
valley communities may count on receiving the same fair and .gen- 
erous treatment. :

Pitiquito and Caborca Takeri; 


Insurrectos Driven - 


From City. 


DOUGLAS, Ariz., May 1.—A few days 


ago the rebel chiefs, Juan Cadoza, Fran- 
cisco Rsyna and Tinajero, with their 
commands, captured both Pitiquito and 
Caborca without much opposition. The 
towns have a combined population of 
5000. The rebel force, all mounted. In- 
cluded Americans, Mexicans and Papago 
Indians. 


Major Carlos Flores, commanding the 


federal regulars, and Diego M'oleno, com- 
manding the-'^Nacionales, 300 In all, ;with 
-•one—machine gun, advanced against Pi- 
tiquito Saturday. The rends, who had 
spent their time fortiryvns trie positions, 
awaited the attack in the.entrenchments. 
The federals placed their machine gun to 
sweep the crest of the trenches, and us- 
ing the same tactics as adopted a.t Agua 
Prleta, advanced in detachments with 
the machine gun In front. The,fight lasted 
all day. 


ABANDON HORSES. 


Saturday evening 
the 
rebels began 


withdrawing, leaving the dead and wound- 
ed in the trenches, and many horses a*id 
saddles In the corrals, which the feder- 
als captured. The Insurrectos retreated to 
Caborca, which place'they occupied Sun- 
day morning. 


The federals followed tnem and at- 
tacked at- dawn yesterday. The rebels 
resisted desperately, but had no time to 
prepare barricades to protect them from 
the fire of tbe machine gun. Following 
a hot fight the insurrectos were again 
compelled to fall back, retreating . In the 
direction of Pozo Verde, on the Arizona 
border, leav.'.ng twenty dead and many 
wounded and more horses. 


The federals, after occupying Piticiuito 
and Caborca, sent a detachment to Al- 
tar, 
the capital of the Altar district. The 


federal troops engaged were detachments 
of the 
Thirteenth 
and ^Twenty-eighth 
regiments.
